Officer King appeared and demanded 
W oods’ pistol. 
Woods refused to sur­ 
render or give up his revolver.

one in the crowd sold: 
“ Kill the nig­ 
ger.” when Leonard snatched K ing’s 
pistol. 
Prom iscuous shooting then be­ 
gan. 
Woods was shot in the shouldei 
and leg. 
Leonard sent a third ballet 
into the negro's heart, killing him in­ 
stantly. 
Three bystanders, all w hite 
men, were h it by stray bullets. 
Leon­ 
ard has a good reputation. 
G reat ex­ 
citem ent exists among the negroes aud 
trouble is feared.
